This was indicated at a meet­ 
ing called by Robert Peterson, 
city treasurer and nersonnel di­ 
rector of the Village disaster 
committee. The next day six 
women employes of the Rank of 
America traveled to the hospital 
to have their blood typed. 
PRESENT AT THE MEETING 
called bv Peterson was Col. Cliff 
Brasswell. chairman of the Palm 
Springs Amvct post disaster com­ 
mittee. Graham Dexter, com­ 
mander of the post and Stanley 
Rosin, chairman of a similar 
committee 
representing 
Palm 
Springs Red Cross. 
Col. Brasswell said that in the 
event of war Palm Snrings will 
be flooded with 25.000 to 40,000 
refugees from bomhed coastal 
areas. This nossibilitv was ac 
cepted by those present and 
plans to meet such a condition 
with a proper ordinance were 
discussed. 
The meeting, according to 
Peterson, was called to study 
the existing city disaster ordi­ 
nance at the behest of the federal 
government and the League of 
California Cities, seeking a re- 
fcvival of war time defense coun­ 
cils. 
ONLY TWO CITIES in River­ 
side county having state ac­ 
cepted disaster ordinances are 
Palm Springs and Riverside. 
Last week David E. Andrew, chief 
of the state disaster council, 
meeting with Riverside county 
disaster council at Riverside, said 
that mutual aid between law en ­ 
forcement bodjes 't'as essential 
and Col. Herman G. Halverson, 
county council chairman added 
that the ordinance in effect in 
Riverside needed an immediate 
overhauling. 
Yesterday's meeting was called 
to bring 1he local disaster ordi­ 
nance up-to-date to meet any 
local nr national disaster.

"Since 1927," declared Hicks, 
"annual consumption of water 
has increased from 8.800,000 gal­ 
lons to 125,000,000 in 1948. In 
1927 we estimated I ho population 
at 2.000 and in 1917 that figure 
jumped to 20,000. if Palm Springs 
continues to grow at the same 
rate, we assume that the popula­ 
tion and the demand for water 
will increase three limes during 
the next twenty-five years.” 
HICKS POINTED OUT that the 
patern of water consumption in 
Palm Springs is different from 
that of other southern California 
cities w'here the normal summer 
use rises to a peak in August or 
September. Here two peaks oc­ 
cur, one in October when lawns 
are planted and the other in 
April when efforts are made tc 
keep lawns green. 
In 1947 the water company 
completed a comprehensive sur­ 
vey in which available water 
supplies were examined and de 
velopment program coordinated 
with the anticipated growth in 
service. This survey indicated 
that throe times the present vol­ 
ume of water would ho con­ 
sumed within the next 25 years. 
"As a result, a long term fore­ 
cast was mapped including sur- 


stream flow and 
necessitated the use of under­ 
ground water.” 
IN THE OPINION of Hieks. 
Palm Springs is favorably lo­ 
cated on the desert with regard 
to water supplies. 
The entire drainage area con­ 
taining the San Gorgonio Pass 
bounded by San 
Bernardino 
mountains on the north and the 
| San Jacinto mountains on the 
south, an area known as upper 
I Coachella Valley, supports the 
ground water supply from which 
Palm Springs gets first call as it 
flows down into the lower Coa­ 
chella valley, said Hicks. 
"This desert for the most part 
is barren and wind-swept," Hieks 
said, "however, the underground 
flow supported by the drainage 
area is tremendous. Wells in the 
Palm Springs area have suffered 
little drop in the water table.”

HOW MANY BRAKEMEN are needed to operate a train safely? 
A rather technical question for the average citizen. Yet voters will 
be asked to pass on it at the November election. It is the subject 
of Proposition No. 3. Back in 1911, the people of California enacted 
an “Extra Crew Law” which requires a specified number of brake- 
men on trains. The railroads claim that this law is outmoded by 
modern equipment and methods, which means that from one to 
seven brakomen are paid to just "go along for the ride.” The 
practice of requiring more men on a job than necessary is known 
as "featherbedding." The present law makes this practice possible 
in railroading, it is claimed. 
Proposition No. 3. empowers the California Public Utilities 
Commission to regulate brakemen’s employment on the basis of 
safety. It seems only reasonable that this commission should be 
qualified to determine the number of men required in this case. 
It seems also that the railroads are just as much interested in the 
safe operation of their trains as anyone. If more men are required 
on trains under this old law than necessary, it is the public which 
eventually pays the bill. If voters have confidence in the state 
Public Utilities Commission, it seems that they might as well let 
them be the judge in a case like this. 
ANOTHER TECHNICAL QUESTION is brought before the voters 
by Proposition No. 16. If adopted, the measure would permit some 
2600 chiropractors now licensed in California to practice medicine. 
The proposal is sponsored by the California Chiropractic associa­ 
tion, but not all of the chiropractors of the state favor it. Quite 
a number, in fact, arc opposed to it. We are inclined to agree with 
this group that chiropractors can best serve the public by sticking 
lo their own specialized field instead of venturing into the medical 
practice via “the back door." Those opposed to the measure point 
out that it would permit chiropractors to unlimited practice of 
obstetrics, which, in some cases requires major surgery.
